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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1 and 3-6 are allowed. The reasons for allowance follow. 

2. The prior art did not disclose or suggest the claimed filtering device with an assembly 
(Fig. 5 shown below) for mounting the core member (Fig. 2, 124) to the housing (Fig. 2, 1 14). 



The assembly has an abutment ring (Fig. 2, 138) with male threads mounted to the end of the 
core member. The assembly further comprises a seat member (Fig. 5, 200) and a split ring (Fig. 
5, 202) with the following limitations. 

a. The seat member is trough-shaped and, as such, is defined by a radial wall (Fig. 7b, 
200c), a cone-shaped wall (Fig. 7b, 200b), and a circular rim (Fig. 7b, 200a). 

b. The seat member is open at one side, allowing the split ring to be inserted thereinto 
by elastically squeezing same into a smaller diameter. 

c. The split ring, with female threads, is threaded to the abutment ring, with mated male 
threads, to provide a secure and sealed coupling of the core member to the housing. 

Specifically, the examiner was unable to find prior art disclosing the trough-shaped seat member 
into which the split ring is seated.
